NKW ORI.EANS, T.a.. January 31. — The’ 
consistent Rest Pal. which has raced him- j 
self into popularity during the Fair Grounds 
meeting, again iigured in a sparkling per- j 
formance and. incidentally, demonstrated 
that he is the best miler here in the liandi- j 
cap division, for he conceded much weight j 
to the otner starters in today's feature and 
won in game style, after meeting interfer- j 
ence on the first turn. Following him and 
in dose attendance came Blarney Stone. ■ 
which ran in suddenly-improved form and j 
outstayed Parader, Shamrock and Comic, 
Song. The others starting were close up at 
the finish. It was one of the best handi- ! 
caps run at this meeting, the quintet being | 
grouped at the end after having run closely 
bunched, excepting Blarney Stone, from the ! 
start. 

Comic Song, by cutting over from an outer 
position on the first turn, caused a jam in 
which Best Pal was the chief sufferer. Sham- 
rock soon disposed of Comic Song, then Best 
Pal. in turn, forced the three-year-old out 
of the lead. Parader made his challenge 
on the stretch turn and. for a while, gave 
promise, but Best Pal held his lead gamely. 
In the last eighth Blarney Stone loomed up 
and was going fast when Martin suddenly 
changed liis mind about coming through next 
to the inner rail and came around Parader. 
This destroyed his chance of winning, but 
lie headed Parader. Best Pal won by a 
length. Best Pal was the favorite and his 
return to the scales was greeted with pro- 
longed cheers. 

The best midweek attendance that has 
been present this month was at the track 
this afternoon. Some of the fields were 
below the ordinary standard and brought 
to the post horses whose earnings have been 
limited. 

VICTORY BY A NOSE. 

Another rousing finish came with the run- 
ning of the mile and seventy yards race, 
which Louis A. just managed to win by a 
nose from the fast-coming llama. The lat- 
ter failed to settle fully in his stride early 
ami turned into the stretch a good distance 
behind the winner, but came with a startling 
hurst of speed in the last eighth and just 
missed the victory. Servitor landed in third 
place. 

Fourteen two-year-olds made the contest 
in the opener, with Jim Sanda. from .1. L. 
Holland's stable, an easy winner from Bes- 
sie Hop.- and Rachel Potter. Kiwanah and 
Homer were those most considered here, 
but the former was given a timid ride and 
ltutwell. on Homer, got caught in the jam. 

Bets were called off in the second race 
as a resutl of Twopair being taken with a 
lit. or something akin, while going into 
the paddock. It made necessary his with- 
drawal and in the new betting Oraleggo was 
a pronounced favorite. It was justified, for 
he won with ease. Granny Bee. an outsider, 
landing second and Burgoyne third. 

ANOTHER CLOSE FINISH. 

Admirer in a former race ran poorly, but 
ran well this afternoon and got up in the 
last stride to win by a nose from Chiva. with 
Major Clulton following the pair closely. 
The finish was another thriller and had the 
crowd in an uproar. 

Goldenerest. backed confidently in the 
sixth race, accounted for it. making it a 
double for the G. B. Blackford colors. Ad- 
mirer having been a previous winner in the 
stable silks. Goldenerest beat Superbum, 
which divided betting attention with him. 
Irish Pat finished third. . | 

Ace then won the last race from Bolster I 
without a hit of trouble. 

W. Hamilton will do the starting for the I 
first twenty days of the Jefferson Park meet- j 
lug, according to present arrangements, with 
\V. Snyder finishing the unexpired term. I 
This will give l>oth men an equal number of I 
days to serve as starter this winter and fits ' 
in with the wishes of the late A. B. Hade. ! 
Hamilton and Snyder have both made appli- 
cation to do the starting on the Kentucky 
tracks this year and, according to well-in- 
formed persons, they could have the position 
if they would agree to alternate as starters, 
but this arrangement is said not to be pleas- j 
ing to Hamilton.

SAX DIEGO. Cal.. January 31. — Cheering, 
which started as the sound of a muffled 
drum when the grand old horse was home 
again a winner, anil which continued with 
ever-increasing volume and tone until after 
lie had been unsaddled from his twelfth vic- 
tory of the Tijuana meeting, greeted Harry' 
!>., the good son of Barnsdale. from the 
C. II. Irwin stable, at the Mexican race 
course yesterday afternoon. 

Chances are that had his triumph been 
on a Sunday, with a more proper stage 
setting, his reception would have been one 
not paralleled by that given any winner in 
the history of the western turf.

THRILL ER AT H AVANA 

Approval Wins in Last Stride of 

Sensational Finish.

Comes from Last Place to Score 
by a Nose — Double Victory 
for W. R. Coe. 



HAVANA. Cuba, January 31. — Approval 
the eight-year-old son of Plaudit, which races 
for W. P. McCaffrey, put up one of the 
greatest finishes ever witnessed at Oriental 
Park when he came from last place in the 
final eighth to get up in the last stride and 
beat the favorite. Salamander, by a nose in 
the third race this afternoon. 

Beginning slowly Approval raced in last 
place to the eighth post, where he slipped 
through next to the inside rail and gaining 
with every stride passed one after another of 
his opponents until Salamander alone re- 
mained. On he came with a wonderful dis- 
play of speed and gameness that was finally 
rewarded with victory in the last stride of as 
sensational a finish as anyone could lyish to 
see. The spectators voiced their approval of 
such a thrilling spectacle by loud and pro- 
longed applause. 

W. R. Coe’s colors are decidedly popular 
here in Havana. His horses are being trained 
by young Kenneth Karrick and they are 
winning a goodly share of the purses. Today 
a double victory was recorded for this sta- 
ble when Sleigh Bells captured the first race 
and Mountain Lassie accounted for the 
fourth. Both were favorites and while Sleigh 
Bells had an easy time of it. Mountain Lassie 
had to be much the best to hold the fast fin- 
ishing Miss Mazie safe after a hard stretch 
drive. 

Foy proved something of a surprise when 
he jumped out in front soon after the start 
and made a runaway of the second race, a 
dash of three-quarters. He was never in 
trouble and heat the favorite, Arrah Go On, 
by a length and a half. 

LE BALAFRE NARROWLY. 

Another close finish came with the running 
of the fifth race when Le Balafre and Job 
Thayer flashed past the winning mark almost 
aligned. It was the tightest sort of a fit 
and took the official placing to decide the 
winner. Le Balafre got the verdict, though 
Job Thayer was on the outside, closing fast, 
and might have won in another stride. 

Mr. Charles Grapewine of Xew York, who 
played “The Awakening of Mr. Pipp” for 
the entertainment of thousands of playgoers 
several years ago. was among the visitors 
today. Mr. Grapewine in the midst of his 
greatest success on the stage bade adieu 
to his thespian associates to enter the motor 
field. 

Among the clubhouse guests in the grand- 
stand were W. B. Simpson of Chicago. Mr. 
and Mrs. George Fox and Harry Lewis of 
New York. 

Conspicuous among the assemblage today 
was \V. K. Vanderbilt, who arrived in Ha- 
vana harbor yesterday on his private yacht 
Ara. 

A. \V. Hamel left this morning for Latonia. 
where he will assist in preparing the horses 
of Mr. Respess for the spring racing in 
Kentucky. 

A. S. Eastman, represented by Maliowmot 
in the sixth race Tuesday, claimed Fincastle 
from that race.

GRAND NATIONAL DECLARA- 
TI0NS — DUETTISTE LEFT IN 

LONDON, England. January 31. — Follow- 
ing the announcement of the weights for the 
Grand National Steeplechase last week, a 
number of withdrawals were announced to- 
day. 

The most important of the declarations 
are perhaps those of V. Thompson's Habton, 
which was assigned 171 pounds, and Lord 
Woolavington's Sir Huon, which drew an 
impost of 168 pounds. It was found impos- 
sible to train Hugh Kershaw's Blazing Corn 
and H. A. Brown's The Bore and these were 
also among the withdrawals. 

The Bore is the twelve-year-old bay geld- 
ing by Ormondalde — Bettie Bramble, which 
was looked upon with particular interest by 
the American contingent, because he is 
American bred. 

Other withdrawals included \V. Banker's 
Superman, Lord Wavertree's All White, the 
Duke of Westminster's Ardonagh and E. 
Johnstone's Bullyboggan. 

Joseph E. Widener's Duettiste is still in the 
Grand National and reports from his train- 
ing quarters at Lewes indicate that Escott 
has him going along well in his preparation 
for the big race, which will he contested at 
the Aintree course, Liverpool, Friday, March 
23. 
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It has been suggested down East that in the 
event of a Hawthorne spring meeting taking 
place, as it will, care should be taken to avoid 
a conflict of dates with Churchill Downs or 
Latonia. Carried to its logical conclusion this 
suggestion would mean there should be no 
Hawthorne spring meeting. 

If Chicago lacing is restored to its former 
high estate, as it may be, clashing dates will 
bs inevitable. Then Chicago racing will lead 
all in the West and concede no precedence to 
any racing in the East. Nor will such clash- 
ing be in any just sense objectionable. Con- 
flicts in dates of deciding great races, as in 
the case of the Kentucky Derby and Preak- 
ness Stakes last year, are to be deplore] and 
avoided. But expans>oi of the turf iuvclves 
carrying on racing simultaneously in differ- 
ent cities, which is as it should be. It will 
throw upon each community interested the 
burden of supporting its own racing. If any 
of them cannot do that, they deserve no rac- 
ing. But there need be no fear that the re- 
establishment of racing in such superior cities 
as Chicago and St. Louis will operate preju- 
dicially to Kentucky racing. Chicago will 
continue to send its thousands to swell Ken- 
tucky Derby day revenues as it has in the 
past. Undoubtedly the entry of the two big 
cities in western racing will call for adjust- 
ments here and there to meet the requirements 
of the new situation. They will be made 
amicably. 

Time was, and not so far back, when con- 
flicting dates were common. The files of Daily 
Racing Form will disclose a time when six, 
seven or eight meetings were in progress at 
the same time in this country with the vari- 
ous racing bodies flourishing and getting along 
to their own satisfaction and the approval of 
the communities they provided with pleasing 
open air diversion. There are now millions 
more people to furnish their quota in support 
of racing than were then in the United States 
and conflicts in racing dates will be of less 
importance than was the case then. 



Financing the construction of a race track 
and its appropriate buildings means the out- 
lay of much more money than it did when the 
Washington Park Club ordered the purchasing 
and building of its famous track. Land costs 
more, building materials and labor are vastly 
higher; in fact, costs of all kind are greatly in- 
creased. Still, compared with other enter- 
prises of the day, the million or more required 
seems puny. Right now in Chicago several 
hotels, one to take the place of the Stratford, 
beloved of cld time turfmen when it was the 
Leland, are to be built presently at a cost of 
$5,000,000 and over, quite sufficient to pay for 
several new race tracks. People are so used to 
monstrous enterprises that the announcement 
of the coming of such costly hotels causes 
scarcely a ripple of passing interest. In this 
state of affaire there should be no especial dif-

phis and a brother to Jiminez, which is called 
Common Bird, is a good-looking colt. 

C. R. Ellison has quite a promising band of 
two and three-year-olds at Memphis. The 
horse Chicago will be interested in is Skilful. 
He is in perfect health, but his trainer has 
not asked much of him yet. He is not a large 
colt, but a compact, good-looking horse. 

G. C. Bennett has moved his entire stable 
to Memphis from New Orleans. He shipped 
forty-five horses altogether. In this band are 
twenty-nine two-year-olds. Abe Frank looks 
fine and, in fact, all his stable looks good with 
the exception of Canyon, which is on the 
ailing list. 

At Memphis, S. C. Hildreth has his American 
Derby candidate, Topsoil, which has grown 
to be a good-sized three-year-old. Shannon, 
the man in charge of Hildreth’s horses, is quite 
sweet on him. Topsoil is a nervous, high- 
strung horse like most of the Top Gallants. He 
could not be called good looking, as he is 
inclined to be leggy. Fayonius, in this stable, 
is doing well. 

While playing in the paddock at Mr. Lyme's 
Larchmont Stud, William Hale, a promising 
three-year-old colt belonging to Charles Head 
Smith, was so badly injured that it will be 
a long time before he can be trained, if ever. 
The colt in rearing and plunging got his foot 
caught in the prongs of a low-growing tree 
and, in attempting to extricate himself, he al- 
most tore himself to pieces, straining his knee 
and shoulder badly. 

J. W. Schorr has about the finest-looking 
band of horses at Memphis that he has ever 
owned. A remarkable fact about Schorr’s’ sta- 
ble is that every horse in it is in active train- 
ing and he has not one ailing horse. All are 
under the saddle every morning. He has four 
American Derby candidates. They are doing 
all that is asked of them and are looking the 
picture of health. Spencer Reiff and Bob 
McLean are both big strapping horses, but 
Spencer Reiff is a little inclined to be leggy 
and is a little ratty on the track. Rightful, 
the half brother to Endurance by Right, is 
thought well of by Walker, but he has not 
grown much. Janeway is a good looking colt, 
as he always was. 



Acuity about raising sufficient money to furnish 
Chicago with the finest race track in the United 
States, especially as it may turn out a vastly 
profitable enterprise. 

The Washington Park Club numbered in its 
membership nearly all the wealthy and pro- 
gressive men of the day in Chicago. The place 
selected for their track and club was then a 
marsh and a place favored by duck hunters. 
It had to be filled in for from fifteen to twenty 
feet with soil, brought principally from Indiana. 
The capital stock was put at $250,000, and 
was subscribed for by the members as money 
was required. Of the total $17,000 was never 
issued and was in the club’* treasury when it 
was decided to dissolve and sell the grounds. 
After the work had gone on to a point the 
track was bonded for $400,000. The proceeds 
of the bonds and stock proved sufficient for all 
needs. No dividend on the stock was ever 
paid until the profits from racing sufficient to 
pay off and retire the bonds had piled up. Then 
the dividends were a plenty and a $100 share 
of Washington Park stock could not be had 
for love nor money. There are many points 
of interest in Washington Park history, but 
none more so than the methods by which the 
erection of its track and buildings were 
financed. 

All of which is a lesson from the past.

Shelbyville bided his time in the second 
and. catching Charlotta Smith, the pace- 
maker. faltering twenty yards out. defeated 
her by a head for the long end of the purse. 

Ponza Ray reveled in the going and made 
every post a winning one in the mile and an 
eighth event. Her speed carried her far 
in front during the early stages of the race, 
and it was only necessary to mildly urge 
the filly through the final eighth to land her 
home a winner by a length.
